Jacob  Handrich  was  born  heb.  18  1838  and 
in  1859  married  Marie  Dieffcnbach  who 
was  born  Nov.  3,  1840.  Ih'*y  lived  in  Davis 
County  Iowa,  where  their  first  child,  Jacob 
was  born.  When  the  boy  was  about  one 
they  moved  to  Lee  County,  Iowa.  Three 
fourth  of  a  mile  south  of  the  Mennonite 
Church. 

They  lived  with  his  mother.  Later  on 
they  moved  one  half  mile  west  of  Dover, 
where  they  lived  until  his  death.  Jacob  (bed 
Oct.  28,  /^ll  and  his  wile,  Marie  died 
December  10  1010.

They  then  moved  in  with 
their  daughter  Ella  in  Fairview,  Mich. 

Jacob  passed  away  July  7,  1950.  Magda¬ 
lena  passed  away  March  10.
